I. A. D. TO SPONSOR ATHLETES FOR 
INTERNATIONAL DEAF GAMES 

The I.A.D. has taken the incentive in sponsoring a drive to 
collect funds to assist several of Indiana’s able athletes to go 
to Copenhagen, Denmark, this coming summer. The deaf of 
Europe have had International games for about 25 years. Ameri¬ 
cans have not competed except in 1935 and 1939. This time it is 
the hope of every sports minded deaf person that our athletes 
will be able to go to the Games in large enough numbers to make 
a good showing for Uncle Sam. 

The Indiana Association of the Deaf is sponsoring the plan to 
solicit support from all interested persons in order to raise suf¬ 
ficient funds to send one or more athletes from Indiana. At this 
time we have a list of four young men who would be very much 
interested in making the trip and who would quite likely be able 
to win points for the U. S. A. These young men are expected to 
personally supply about half of the necessary expense of the trip 
which is estimated to be about $700.00. This amount would cover 
transportation and meals and other expenses. 

The plan at this time is to have all money contributed be put 
into a common fund and then used for as many of the boys as 
are finally able to go, should it be necessary more money can be 
given one than the others, depending upon how much each indi¬ 
vidual is able to pay himself. Any contributions that are made 
especially for one of the boys will be reserved for him, but will 
be used for another boy in case the named athlete is not able to 
go. The money will be put into a bank account which will be in 
the name of the I.A.D. and designated as the International Games 
Fund. Communications should be addressed to the editor of this 
paper, and any contributions sent to him. Suggestions for raising 
funds and any other help will be very welcome. 

There is no limit to the number of athletes who may benefit 
from this Fund. Four young men have been named thus far, but 
any other able track and field athlete or swimmer may request 
assistance and will be considered along with the others. The of¬ 
ficers of the I.A.D. will make any final decisions necessary. 

Anyone else who feels that he is able to pay for at least 
half of his expenses and can exeell in at least two track and field 
events, or participate in several swimming events, can ask for 
assistance. 

As further plans for assisting good athletes are made we will 
keep our readers informed. The I.A.D. and the young men 
concerned earnestly ask for your help.

I believe you would all like to 
hear some good news. The new 
service shop is all paid for, one 
less item for us to worry about. 
The Block Fund did not come over 
the top, but it helped some. The 
shop set us back a little over four 
thousand dollars. While the five 
hundred dollars insurance from the 
old shop and the four hundred 
twenty-five dollars from the Block 
Fund helped, the rest had to come 
from the farm proceeds making 
that much less to be used for the 
support of the Home. 

The soy bean harvest has not 
been done because the tractors and 
the combine could not be used 
because of the muddy fields. We 
will have to try to wait until the 
ground is frozen solid and then 
try to tackle the job. The farm 
here at the Home needs drainage 
very bad. In the Spring it is too 
wet to start breaking the ground 
unltil late in the season, and in 
the Fall the harvest has to be de¬ 
layed due to the mud puddles. Only 
during the drought seasons can we 
hope to get the work done on time.

SAVE YOUR RECEIPTS 

Two instances came to the at¬ 
tention of the Service Bureau re¬ 
cently 'which reaffirms the wisdom 
of saving receipts against the pos¬ 
sibility of being asked to pay a 
second time. 

One concerns a deaf man who re¬ 
ceived a letter from a lawyer in 
New York demanding payment of 
a debt which another deaf man 
claimed 'was owing him. Inquiry 
showed that the debt was contract¬ 
ed nine years ago, which is 'beyond 
the statutory limit of six years, and 
that the Wisconsin man held bank 
draft receipts to prove that he paid 
the debt In full. He will not have 
bo worry now. 

The other case concerns a Milwau¬ 
kee man who paid his state income 
tax in full last March and retained 
the express money order receipts 
as well as a copy of his income tax 
returns. The income tax office no¬ 
tified him last month that he had 
sent no tax report and had not 
paid his tax, if any was due. A 
letter was sent to the main office 
of the express office and brought 
forth the proof that his money 
order had been received, duly 
stamped and deposited by the tax 
office. With this proof we were 
able to settle the case. 

Now 'with income tax time around 
the corner, a word of caution is 
again advisable. If you pay tax 
in person, be sure to get a receipt. 
If toy money order, save the receipt. 
If by check, you can always be 
sure of getting the cancelled check 
back; save this too. 'And keep a 
copy of your tax returns for sev¬ 
eral years.
